The city of Newport is hereby divided into four representative 
districts, bounded and described as follows— 


The First Representative District shall consist of all that part 
of said city bounded by a line beginning at a point on the shore 
line of Coddington’s Cove, at Sargent avenue; thence, running 
in a south and southeasterly direction, through the center of said 
Sargent avenue to Maple avenue; thence, in an easterly direction 
through the center of said Maple avenue to Girard avenue; 
thence, in a southerly direction through the center of said Girard 
avenue to Malbone street or road; thence, in a southwesterly 
direction through the center of said Malbone street or road to 
Garfield street ; thence, in a westerly direction through the center 
of said Garfield street to Hall avenue; thence, in a southerly direc- 
tion through the Center of said Hall avenue to Warner street; 
thence, in a southwesterly direction through the center of said 
Warner street to Farewell street ; thence, in a southeasterly direc- 
tion through the center of said Farewell street to Marlborough

Newport; thence running in a general southeasterly direction 
along said boundary line to a point of intersection where a line in 
extension of said boundary line would meet a road known as the 
Waterworks road; thence, in a southwesterly direction through 
the center of said Waterworks road to Prairie avenue; thence, in 
a northwesterly direction through the center of said Prairie avenue 
to the Boulevard; thence, in a southwesterly direction through 
the center of said Boulevard and the center of Kay street to 
Cranston avenue; thence, in a westerly direction through the 
center of Cranston avenue to Broadway; thence, in a southwest- 
erly direction through the center of said Broadway to Marl- 
borough street; thence, in a westerly direction through the center 
of said Marlborough street to Farewell street; thence, in a north- 
westerly direction through the center of said Farewell street to 
Warner street; thence, in a northeasterly direction through the 
center of said Warner Street to Hall avenue; thence, in а north- 
westerly direction through the center of said Hall avenue to Gar- 
field street ; thence, in a northeasterly direction through the center 
of Garfield street to Malbone street or road; thence, in a north-

of Newport to the shore line; thence, in a general southerly direc- 
tion following said shore line to a point in Bailey’s Beach, which 
would be intersected by an extended line to the center of Bellevue 
avenue: thence, in an easterly direction through the center of said 
Bellevue avenue to a point where said avenue turns at right angles 
opposite the property owned by James B. Duke, et al; thence, in 
a northwesterly direction through the center of said Bellevue 
avenue to John street; thence, in a westerly direction through 
the center of said John street; to Spring street; thence, in a north- 
erly direction through the center of said Spring street to F ranklin 
street: thence, in a southwesterly direction through the center of 
said Franklin street along the southerly boundary of the wharf 
known as Commercial Wharf to the harbor line; thence, in a 
northwesterly direction along said harbor line to the southern 
boundary line of the wharf known as Long Wharf; thence, in an 
easterly direction along said southerly boundary line of said Long

to a point where said avenue turns at right angles opposite the 
estate owned by James B. Duke, et al.; thence, in a westerly di- 
rection through the center of said Bellevue avenue and a line 
in extension at Bellevue avenue to the shore line at Bailey's 
Beach; thence, following said shore line in a general southwester- 
lv, northeasterly and northerly direction to the harbor line on the 
southern boundary line of Commercial Wharf; thence, in an east- 
erly direction along the southern boundary line of said Commer- 
cial Wharf to Franklin street, thence, in an easterly direction 
through the center of said Franklin street to Spring street ; thence, 
in a southerly direction through the center of Spring street to John 
street ; thence, in an easterly direction through the center of said 
John street to the point of beginning.
